WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Organ- 
ization of a continuing unofficial 
council to advise the administra- 
tion in the formulation of national 
economic policies was put forward 
by President Roosevelt today as a 
new method of attack on the “re- 
cession.” This resulted from the 
visit of 49 prominent industrialists 
to the White House late yesterday. 

Mr. Roosevelt told his visitors 
that consumers, investors, credit 
men, farmers, laborers, distributers, 
transportation men, financiers and 
big and little business men—all 
these should have a voice in the 
council, But £&:»phen Early, the 
President's secrctary, in . transmit- 
ting the information to the press, 
said this did not point to a revival 
of the NRA. | 

The President and his visitors, 


sesses all factors needed for pros- 
perity, if they are put to use, told 
the President in a formal statement 
of their views: 

“Uneertainties that exist in the 
hearts of men today must be eradi- 
cated.” 

It is essential, the statement 

added, that the public know. hat 
forms of business organisation are 
to be encouraged in their develop- 
ment and what are to be affected 
by reform.” ; 
Mr. Roosevelt, who said a week 
ago he was working toward the 
abolition of all holding companies, 
qualified this yesterday by saying 
he recognized that some types are 
in the public interest.

NEW GAMBLING ROUSE 
OPENED M ST. LOUIS 


Vick Doyle’s First Since State’s 
Attorney Announced Bar 
on Such Places. 


An elaborate gambling house was 
operating in East St. Louis last 
night for the first time since State's 
Attorney Louis P. Zerweck an- 
nounced Oct. 1 that such places no 
longer would be allowed to run in 
St. Clair County. 

The new place was opened with 
good attendance last night in the 
shadow of the City Hall and police 
station by Vick Doyle, former pro- 
prietor: of a gambing house in the 
same neighborhood. 

Records at Belleville show that 
Doyle recently bought the three- 
story brick building, the second 
floor of which houses his new re- 
sort. The gambling quarters are 
reached by a stairway to which 
there is an enclosed entrance from 
the sidewalk. At the top of the 
stairs is a door with a peep-hole 
through which a bouncer looks over 
prospective customers and visitors. 

Equipment consists of two craps 
tables, a blackjack table, card ta- 
bles and a roulette. wheel, said to 
be the first one operated in Hast 
St. Louis in several years. Doyle 
is said to have spent about $4000 
in fixing up the gambling quarters. 
A parking lot in the rear is illumi- 
nated by flood lights. 5 

When State’s Attorney Zerweck 
made his no gambling“ announce 
ment, Sheriff Henry L. Siekmann 
sent deputies to notify proprietors 
of gambling houses and bookmak- 
ing shops to close. The orders were 
obeyed, but the bookmakers’ soon 
started reopening and now are run- 
ning full blast.

Marie Porter, who was to have 
been executed in the electric chair 
soon after midnight tonight for the 
murder of her brother, was not 
told until noon today that Gov.

Mas. Porter, when informed of 
Gov. Horner’s decision, accepted the 
news calmly, but wept hysterically 
when Warden Joseph Montgomery, 
two hours later, informed her of 
the reprieve. 

Giancola, waiting in a hall to say 
farewell to his parents, said only: 
That's good news, Im glad to hear 
it,” when Warden Montgomery told 
him of the reprieve. Earlier Gian- 
cola, who is 22 years old, had said 
on learning of Gov. Horner’s deci- 
sion: “I'm ready to go—if she does. 
Im guilty. I had it coming to me.“ 

Mr. and Mrs. Giancola, with their 


daughter, Rita, 16, visited their son

$800 by Mrs. Porter to kill her 
brother, William Kappen, so that 
she might collect his $3300 insur- 
ance, shot and killed him in a field 
near Belleville early on the morn- 
ing of last July 3, which was to 
have been his wedding day. 

Mrs. Porter, who weighed 234 
pounds when admitted to the prison 
and has gained 15 pounds during 
her stay there, will be the first 
woman electrocuted in Illinois. 
Available records show the execu- 
tion of only one previously, an Eliz- 
abeth Reed, who was hanged at 
Lawrenceville in 1845 for poisoning 
her husband.

Donald Smith Says Two Men Tied

Donald Smith, a dairy company 
supervisor, reported he was held up 
last night in front of his home, 
3434 Greenwood boulevard, Maple- 
wood, by two men who took his au- 
tomobile, forced him to accompany 
them on a two-hour ride about St. 
Louis County, then left him tied 
in.a ditch after taking $5 from 
him,

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HOW TWO WERE SWEPT OFF 
SHIP AND LOST IN STORM 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, Jan. 20. 
—The American freighter Effing- 
ham, from which two seamen were 
lost during a storm at sea, arrived 
here last night. 

With the radio cabin washed 
away by seas rolling under a 100- 
mile-an-hour gale, the ship was un- 
able to call for help. Lifeboats 
were smashed, a ton-and-a-half 
winch was swept from its base and 
lodged against a mast and deck 
plates buckled. 

The seamen lost were Comer 
Barrett, 36 years old, from Georgia, 
and Lucio N. Viglione, 27, of Law- 
rence, Mass. They and all other 
hands were ordered on deck last 
Friday to keep the ship trimmed 
against heavy waves. The Effing- 
ham carried a crew of 33. 

Barrett and Viglione were trying 
to secure the funnel when a wave 
threw them overboard. Capt. 
George Boy said life lines were 
thrown out and oil was poured on 
the water in an attempt to save 
the two. The two men were washed 
back and forth, sometimes nearly 
back on deck, only to be finally 
lost. 

Capt. Boy said temporary re- 
pairs would be made and the ship 
probably would continue on its voy- 
age to Le Havre, France. Its port 
of registry is New Orleans. 


WRIT BARS WHISKY PRICE: CUT 


Issued Against East Side Dealer 
Under Illinois Trade Act. 

An injunction to prevent sale of 
whisky at prices lower than those 
suggested by the manufacturer was 
issued yesterday by Circuit Judge 
Maurice V. Joyce at Belleville 
against E. Elliott, proprietor of a 
liquor store at 314 Collinsville ave- 
nue, East St. Louis.

Business Practices. 


Turning to the problem of abu- 
sive business practices which you 


moded, and that in our present 
complicated economy it is neces- 
sary to be more specific than was 
found necessary in the past. 


We share the views that you 
have expressed to us on several 
occasions that the co-operation 
within industries attempted un- 
der the N R A held much that it 
is desirable to preserve. We also 
recognize that monopolies. and 
monopolistic practices are incom- 
patible with democracy in this 
country except in the case of 
those industries that it is found 
necessary.in the public interest 
to place under Government reg- 
ulation. 


Holding Companies. 

We will gladly work with you 
toward the principle of geograph- 
ic decentralization of industry. 
We decry the use of the holding 
company for financial manipula- 
tions and undesirable .extension 
of control in the hands of a few 
people. On the other hand, we 
view with grave concern any gen- 
eral move to outlaw proper hold- 
ing companies with their many 
advantages for the public good 
or to interfere with the opera- 
tions of the mass production in- 
dustries, the economic benefits of 
which have been so clearly rec- 
ognized by the people of this 
country and have been the envy 
of the civilized world. 

We wish to impress upon you 
our sincere conviction that the 
first objective in the present sit- 
uation must be the re-establish- 
ment of business activity and re- 
employment, and that reform of 
abuses must be conducted with a 
sympathetic understanding of the 

‘functioning of legitimate busi- 


ness, 

We have had a committee 
working for some months on the 
subject of business. laws, and 
this committee is at your service, 
and we respectfully urge that it 
be used by the administration 
before .crystallizing on policies 
in this field. 

Public Utilities. 

We are in sympathy with the 
objective of the administration 
in eliminating the pyramiding of 
and abuses by holding companies 
in the public utility field. We 
are disturbed. however, over the 
situation that exists between the 
administration and the public 
utility industry, and . sincerely 
hope that a way can be found by 
which the sound objectives of the 
administration and the elimina- 
tion of abuses can be attained in 


’ guch a manner that the industry 


may not be crippled and that, the 
flow of private capital to new 
necessitous developments can be 
promptly reelased. ; 

In addition, we strongly urge 
that a sound policy be developed 
as the basis of relations between 
Government and private . enter- 
prise, to the end that the fear 
of destruction through -Govern- 
ment competition may be elim- 
inated. 

We know of no one thing which 


would do more to re-stimulate 


our depressed industries than the 
attainment. of a sound solution 
of the public utility problem in 
these two respects. 

Labor Relations. 

Nearly a year ago the council’s 
Committee on Industrial Rela- 
tions had an opportunity to dis 
cuss with you this important sub- 
ject. The council has accepted 
the principle of collective bar- 
gaining, and is heartened by the 
words of your message to Con- 
gress in which you state that the | 
public demands that where there 
is privilege there must be re- 
sponsibility. We respectfully urge 
again that this sound principle be 
enacted in amendment to our 
present Federal labor law. ‘The 
council’s committee has given 
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We heartily applaud your re- 
cent statement on the railroads, 
and believe that the re-establish- 
ment of a financially sound rail- 
road situation will cid much in 
the stimulation of ‘business 
activity and employment. 
Annual Income for Workers. 
We heartily indorse your urg- 


standpoint of the annual income 
rather than hourly rates. We will 
gladly co-operate in this -direc- 
tion, and believe that the ad- 
ministration’s leadership can do 
much in stimulating sound think- 
ing and practice in this connec- 
tion. 

The council has been co-operat- 
ing with respect to social security, 


field in the assistance that it has 
given to the Social 

Board. We believe there are 
amendments to the law which are 
important, and we will continue 
to work in that direction. 

We are sympathetic with the 
protection of farm incomes 
through Federal legislation. Our 
Agricultural Committee has been

to continue in its work. 

The recession has led to re- 
newed demands in some quarters 
for a further cheapening of the 
dollar and pump priming.

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 20.—Beer 
parlors joined cafes and restau.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 20.(Ca- 
nadian Press).—The Federation of 
Catholic Workers of Canada urged 
the Dominion Government today 
to stop foreign labor organizers at 
the United States border and to 
outlaw the Canadian Communist 
party.

Then 
you can either stuff the cavity, 
making a cushion style roast, or you 
can have the shoulder rolled and 
tied; This makes a compact roast 
which is as easy to slice as a loaf 
of bread. 
Long, Slow Cooking. 

The rolled shoulder of pork 
should be cooked like any other 
pork roast, that is, in a moderate 
oven. (300-350 degrees Fahrenheit) 
uncovered, and with no water added 
to the pan. Allow 30 to 40 minutes 
per pound for roasting. In using the 
roast meat thermometer; remember 
it will register 185 degrees Fahren- 
heit when the roast is done. Pork, 
as you know, must always de 
cooked to the well-done stage. The 
long, slow cooking brings out the 
full flavor and tenderness of this 
fine meat. 

Serve this roast of pork with any 
of your favorite garnishes and ac- 
companiments. The flavor of apple 
sauce always harmonizes well with 


'| roast pork. For variety, serve fried 


apple rings with a shoulder roast 
of pork; but do not limit your 
choice to apples, because the tart- 
ness of cranberries, orange slices, 
etc., are equally appetizing with 
pork, 

Fried Apple Rings. 
Core but do not peel large tart 
apples. Slice in thick slices and 
saute in butter or pork drippings 
until tender, taking care that the 
rings are not broken, Remove from 
the pan and arrange along sides of 
platter with the roast.

IN MUFFINS, THE MIXTURE 
SHOULD BE EVENLY POROUS. 


OTHING is sadder than a hot 
bread which has been worried 
over, lingered over or worked 
over. The quicker quick breads 
can be tossed together, baked and 
eaten, the better for all concerned. 
It is true that there is a bit of 
mixing technique that will always 
mean success for each type of 
bread. But that bit of technique 
is just a trick of the hands, a light 
touch, If it were mot for the fact 
that cooks worry so, their hands 
would turn to these little tricks 
naturally, for a certain type of bat- 
ter just naturally exacts a certain 
type of treatment. 
Muffins are lovely things when 


.fresh from the oven, puffy, hot, 
golden brown and tender. A real 


d 


} 


muffin should take the place of 
bread in a meal, and it should not 
be sweet or like cake in texture, 
and it should not crumble when 
broken.. Cake-like muffins are an- 
other thing entirely, and cannot be 
called quick breads or hot breads, 
because they require longer mixing 
and can be eaten cold as well as 
hot. The real hot breads lose light- 
ness on cooling and become rather 
heavy on long standing because 
the moisture content is high in pro- 
portion to sugar. But nothing can 
equal them for appetite satisfac- 
tion when served hot, crisp and 
fragran 


t. 

Use all-purpose flour for quick 
breads. Cake or pastry flour does 
not absorb so much liquid or brown 
as well as the all-purpose flour, and 
being specially milled for cakes or 
pastries is not as suitable for mak- 
ing the quick breads as we are dis- 


cussing. 
MUFFINS. 

Two cups sifted flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half: teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One cup milk and one-fourth cup 
melted shortening. 

„Mix and sift together the flour, 
baking powder, salt and sugar. 
Combine egg, milk and shortening; 
turn all at once into the dry ingre- 
dients and stir as fast as you can 
for about half a minute, then stop. 
All the flour should be dampened, 
but the batter should not be 
smooth. In a second the baking 
powder will begin to release gas, 
and the batter will become puffy 
and light. As quickly as you can, 
lift several spoonsful of this batter, 
and slip it gently into greased muf- 
fin tins, filling them almost full. 
Bake, at once, in a hot oven (425 
degrees) 20 to 25 minutes or until 
a pretty brown color. Tip them 
out onto a cooling rack, and then 
hurry them to the table, If you 
like a muffin somewhat sweeter, 
the sugar can be increased to as 
much as one-fourth cup in this re- 
cipe without harm. That makes a 


rather sweet muffin; try two or 


three tablespoons the first time. 
Chopped dates, raisins or nut- 
meats may be added to the dry in- 
gredients before the liquid 18 mixed 
in; if desired. Do not try to add 
them later, as overmixing is the 
main cause of disappointing muf- 
fins.

RIDDLE CAKES, when mixed 
in a jiffy and baked up brown 
are as nice a breakfast or 
luncheon dish as we can offer. 
Cakes may be baked on a heavy 
frying pan, a soapstone griddle or 
an aluminum griddle. The griddle 
should be heated over as large and 
even a spread of heat as possible, 


and if the heat is concentrated, the 


griddle must be turned often, until 
it is ‘evenly heated. Treat the irén 
according to directions when pur- 
chased, and it need not be greased 
for each baking, as there is enough 
fat in griddle cake batter to pre- 
vent sticking. If the batter sticks 
to the griddle you now ‘have, scour 
the griddle well*with steel wool, 
rub. it with olive oil, remove all ex- 
cess and heat very slowly, then 
wipe well again. The iron is hot 
enough to bake cakes whén a.drop 
of water spatters and boils on it. 
GRIDDLE CAKES. 

Two cups sifted flour, three. tea- 
spoons baking powder, one teaspoon 
galt, one tablespoon sugar, one: or 
two eggs, well beaten; one and one- 
half cups milk and two tablespoons 
shortening, melted.

AFFLES resemble muffins to 

some extent but since they 

are eaten with melted butter 
and syrup, they also resemble grid- 
dle cakes. Many variations of waf- 
fles have become popular and are 
very nice, but the plain, unsweet- 
ened or slightly sweetened waffle 
which comes from the iron dry and 
crisp, and stays crisp during cool- 
ing is the standard favorite and the 
easiest to make. It can be served 
with ice cream or creamed chicken, 
or just as it is, very lovely honey 
brown on a green plate. 

WAFFLES. 


Two cups sifted flour; three tea- 
spoons baking powder; one-half tea- 
spoon salt; three eggs, separated; 
one and one-fourth cups milk and 
one-fourth cups shortening, melted, 

Use all-purpose flour here, also. 
Mix and sift flour, baking powder 
and salt together. Beat egg yolks 
well, and add milk and shortening; 
turn into dry ingredients and beat 
until batter is smooth. This will 
take. about one and one-half min- 
utes rapid stirring. Beat egg whites 
until stiff, and fold them gently into 
the waffle batter, folding until just 
a few flecks of white are still vigi- 
ble. Then stop. This batter must 
stand sometimes half an hour be- 
fore it is all baked; it must be dis- 
turbed at intervals when portions 
of it are spooned onto the iron. 
During this waiting and disturbing 
the batter will. become very well 
mixed before the last of it is baked. 
So it is better to undermix the egg 
whites at first. This makes sure 
of light, porous, tender,, crisp waf- 
fles from even the last bit of bat- 
ter. , 

Lift the batter carefully in me- 
dium large spoonfuls and slip it 
gently onto the heated iron. One 
spoonful to each section is the 
amount usually needed to make a

waffle that is full formed, but not 
thick enough to force excess batter 
out of the iron, or to lift the lid of 
the iron during baking. Bake until 
steam stops pouring out, Remove 
the waffle with a fork, and serve 
at once, on a warm plate. This rec- 
we yields six four-sectioned waf- 
Hes. Waffles can be stacked if de- 
sired until enough are made to go 
around, but they will not be so 
crisp or tender as if served as soon 
as baked, 


Nutmeats, cut or ground ham, 
bits of chopped bacon, or any cold 
cooked meat, can be added at will 
to the waffle batter before the egg 
whites are folded in, or sprinkled 
over the surface of the batter after 
it is spooned onto the iron. Always 
handle the iron ‘according to direc- 
tions which come with it, both 
when baking and cleaning. 


Cornmeal waffles, a nice varia- 
tion, can be made by substituting 


- 


gredients, beating until smooth, 
Stir in shortening. To make round, 
well-shaped cakes, drop batter from 
the tip of a deep kitchen spoon 
onto the griddle, in a continuous 
stream. When the batter appears 
bubbly, but not dry on top, turn 
cake with spatula or pancake turn- 
er, and brown the other side. Serve 
at once with butter and syrup. 
This amount of batter will make 
approximately 18 medium-sized 
cakes. Never turn griddle cakes 
more than once, as this makes them 
leathery. 

Sour milk or buttermilk griddle 
cakes are popular for flavor, but 
they are moist and more compact 
in texture. In the recipe given, 
substitute one teaspoon baking soda 
for two teaspoons baking powder, 
and use two cups sour milk or but- 
termilk for the sweet milk. The 
liquid is increased because more 
sour milk or buttermilk is needed 
to make a thin batter.
